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Martin van Oreveld examines Israel's mi- 
litary doctrine since the Yom Kippur 
War and finds that it has undergone 
some salutary changes. 
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TWO YEARS. HAVE PASSED 
since the wall of air-raid sirens 
tore into the silence of Yom Kip- 
pur and told Israclis that thoir 
country was at war; two years 
that have seen the Israel Defence 
Forces engaged in A magsive ef- 
fort of reconstruction and re- 
evaluation. In so far as any army 
can ever bo said to be ready for 
war, thia process is now complete 
and the IDF's thought fs now once 
more directed towards the future 
rather than the past. The present 
moment is therefore well-suited 
- for analyzing the changes that the 
war brought about in Isracl 
military doctrine. 

For our purposes, this can be 
divided into three parts: strategic 
— decisions that must be made on 
the basis of the country's over- 
all political-economic-military 
situation; operational — those 
that stem from the nalure of war 
and the means with which it is 
waged: and tactical — that is, 
Mecisions based on the hardest 
facts of all, those of the 
battlefield. 


ISRAEL'S STRATEGIC doctrine 
dates back to David Ben-Gurion 
and can be summarized very 
briefly. Given the size of its pop- 
Wation and resources as com- 
pared with those of its nelghbours, 
Israel cannot afford a protracted 
struggle of exhauslion. This was 
true In the past and, given the 
enormous rate of attrition that 
played so large a role In shaping 
the Yom Kippur War, will be

No part of Israel strategy in the 
Yom Kippur War has been suh- 
jected to more heated argument 
than the ‘‘Bar-Ley Line’’ and the 
theoretical concepts behind it. 
Whatever the pros and cons, it is 
clear that the IDF does not 
subscribe to the views of the line’s 
more extreme critics. Far from 
abandoning ita belief in fortifica- 
tion, it has gone in for much more 
of {t in the Golan and along the 
frontier with Jordan, not to men- 
tion Sinai. Certainly, one can not 
think of these new '‘lines'’ simply 
as strings of strong pointa. They 
consist of intricate and, hopefully, 
well-conceived networks of roads, 
supply and communication in- 
stallations, minefields and antl- 
tank obstacles. Even the strong 
points proper are no longer what 
they were. Instead of serving 
simply as shelters, the alm ia now 
to make them play a more active 
role in defence by serving as the 
centres of as much firepower as 
possible, 

But, whatever their merita,

eat Israel's military resources, for 


obliterating most traces of the 
temporary “aberration which, 
for one reason or another, was 
forced upon us during the so-called 
‘war of attrition.” It 1s possible to 
note here only one more impor- 
tant point. A cardinal leason of the 
last war was the need to “‘think 
big" and extend Israel's striking 
power beyond Its frontiers. 

This is necessary so that we 
shall not again be forced to pay a 
political price for such necessities 
as the opening of Bab el-Mandeb, 
but be able to deal with them by 
main force if desired. To thik end 
the range of both the Navy and the 
Air Force are being extended by 
the addition of new weapon 
syatems. It is in this sonnection,

NOW THAT THE POST of 
Chief of Staff has been taken over 
by Rav-Aluf Mordechai! Gur, a 
true “fighting” officer, it looks 
as if this particular error is 
not going to be repeated. The next 
war will undoubtedly see attempts 
to circumvent the enemy's main 
pogitions rather than meet them 
head-on; 4 great many diversiong, 
manoeuvres and the use of the so- 
called ‘strategy of Indirect ap- 
proach,“ and a return to the night- 
operations that used to be the 
IDF's speciality but which, for a 
variety of reasons, were neglected 
in 1978. Doomed to be always 
numerically inferior, the IDF will 
have to trust to its wits: to 
paraphrase a sentence from the 
Bible: "It is by tricks that thou 
shalt wage war." 


PERHAPS NOWHERE WERE 
the IDF's shortcomings more 
strikingly revealed in the last war 
than in the field of tactics. Though 
the existence of new weapons in 
Arab hands was known, no proper. 
answer to them had apparently 
been worked out, nor were such 
doctrines as did exist brought 
home to the fighting troops, This 
resulted in the IDF entering the 
war with tactics that were cssen- 
tlally an amplified version of 
those employed in 1967 which, as 
milltary critics the world over 
pointed out, were obsolete even at 
the time. It was thought, however, 
that In fighting ''mere Arabs" one 
could afford to take risks that 
would be {nadmissible against a 
more sophisticated opponent. 

All this resulted in some pretty 
grim errors. There was a tenden- 
cy to make up armour of tanks on- 
ly, any other troops being regard- 
ed as irrelevant appendiccs that 
would merely interfere with ‘‘ar- 
moured pace.'’ Tankmen ex- 
pected to ride roughshod over 
enemy infantry were not tralncd 
to cooperate with thelr own; nor 
were the IDF infantry men suf- 
ficiently well-equipped. for this 
cooperation, most of them hav- 
ing to ride into battle on top of an- 
elant half-tracka. 

Apart from its inability to keep 
up with the tanks, the infantry 
was ill-prepared to deal with Its 
opposite number In that some of 
its weapons (Uzi submachine-guns 
and FN automatic rifles) were ob- 
solescent, others (mortars) in 
hopelessly short supply. Anti-tank 
troops were neglected (''the heat 
answer to ἃ tank ia another tank"’) 
while the ground forces as a 
whole, accustomed to the enemy's 
{mmensae superiority in artillery, 
came to see in the Air Forse a 
kind of universal panacea that 
could do anything they couldn't do 
themselves. The Alr Force ftself 
had badly under-estimated both 
the efféctiveness of anti-aircraft 
defences and the time and. effort 
that could be required to deal with 
them.

The story of his life resembles a 
twenties’ movie serial, with vic- 
tury snatched at the last moment 
from the jaws of certain defeat. 
From the day of his birth he was 
humiliated and cast aside. His 
rich and princely parents, who 
eared more about court duties 
than familial ones, sent him from 
the baptismal font to a wet-nurse. 
When he was only a few months 
old his nurse left him on ἃ chest of 
drawers, from which he fell, 
breaking hia foot — a simple- 
sounding accident, which went un- 
attended and left him club-footed 
forever. But a far more serlous 
crippling was to take place: hia 
family never for a day allowed 
htm to live at home, nor did they 
inquire after him when he was ill; 
they did not visit him at the school 
where they had Imprisoned him at 
the age of five, and did not even 
attend hia ordination. He had 
become a4 priest out of respect for 
their wishes, although, aa the 
oldest son and heir to the title, he 


was not destined for the 


riesthood. : Χ 5 
᾿ At the age of 21, then, he 
became Abbé de Pérlgord, nd 
‘elther his first or second act as ‘ 
dignitary ofthe church was to = 
tend the coronation of Louls XVI.

Whether he took a mistress before 
or after the coronation ig not 
recorded, but that he brightened 
the beds of countless ladies is 
amply clear. Although he is sald 
to have died without issue, it is ap- 
parently common knowledge that 
he fathered at least one child — 
Eugene Delacroix. He relinquish- 
ed his vows when he was 48 years 
old and immediately married a 
divoreée. From all accounts his 
marriage neither kept him at 
home nor provided him with a 
hostess for his fabled dinner- 
parties. Frankly, she bored him, 
and only Napoleon's insistence 
forced him to marry her, In that 
society it seemed acceptable for a 
lordly priest to Hve openly with his 
mistress, but not a lordly layman. 
It's easy to fall into the trap set 
by M. Orieux. Talleyrand's 
private affairs, interesting though 
they might have been, were 
separate from and totally 
overshadowed by his public life. 
Although M. Orieux notes and 
documents it, he makes very little 
of the fact that Talleyrand was, 
finally, the architect of a France 
rebuilt after the demise -of 
Napoleon. As the French 
‘representative at the Congress of 
Vienna, he managed to break up 
the league of the Powers, sub- 
stituting his own country for 
Russia and Prussia, and forming 
@ secret alliance with England 
and Austria, Once again France, 
to legislate against whose 
revolutionary and military prac- 
tices the Congress of Vienna had 
assembled, assumed her place in 
the council of great nations. 
Talleyrand’s role was nearly as 
important as that of Metternich. 
But. because of M. Orleux's preoc- 
cupation with such details as the 
play in which Talleyrand's adored 
niece, Dorothée, who had accom- 
panied him to Vienna, was to star, 
it is difficult to distinguish the 
melody from the background 
muaslc. 

Only once after the Congress of 
Vienna did Talleyrand score a 
significant victory for France. As 
ambassador to London under 
Louis Philippe, he not only was In- 
strumental In founding the new 
kingdom of Belgium but single- 
handedly negotiated the treaty 
between France, England, Spain, 
and Portugal. He accomplished 
this in 1834, when he was 80 years 
old. Shortly afterwards, he resign- 
ed his embassy, as though aware 
that no more shining jewel would 
ever be set In his diplomatic 
crown. ; 

In spite of all the inconsisten- 
cies — greed, snobbery, exploita- 
tion of hia position for personal 
gain — his life was In truth guided 
by a single lofty principle. Like his 
contemporary Lafayette, he loved 
France, and believed she could 
best be served by constitutional 
Uberty. He remained In public of- 
fice because he thought that by do- 
ing so his country would benefit; 
of all the notable Frenchmen of 
hia time, he did the most to repair 

the damage done by fanatics and 
autocrats. Although he was per- 
sonally Jax in financial matters, 
he more than once saved France 
from ruin; although he had many 
dubious associates, the judgment 
of his most exacting contem- 
- poraries bears witness to his un- 
equalled taste, his darting wit, 
and hia serene courage..For all his 
storied faithlessness, he loved one 
woman for 40 years; she closed 
his eyelids when he died. ~

GIVEN THE propor conditions, a 
spectator can be psychologically 
affected when confronted by a 
work of art larger than life. Allow- 
Ing for differences of taste and 
preference, one stands In awe 
before a palatial Tintoretto, an 
impassioned Delacrolx, a lyricil 
Monet or a turbulent Pollock. But 
beenuse of colossal size and super- 
human proportions, the viewer, 
unable to visually graap the work 
in one aweep 1s confronted with a 
problem of "reading" art by dis- 
ection, absorption and coordina- 
tion. 

The creator, therefore, is faced 
with the task of constructing his 
oversized picture plane or sculp- 
tural volumes in such a manner 


.that comprehension of his final 


statement is based on the 
aesthetic fusion of its concomitant 
parts. In this respect, large cen- 
tralized serigraph by DAN 
PARTOUCHE at the Yodfat 
Gallery print show does not mect 
the standards required of its size. 
It is floor assembled from 86 in- 
dividual sheets measuring ap- 
proximately three by four metres. 
His motif, a Mondrlanish grid of 
yellow, lavender or black, 
superimposed onto a recurring 
marbelized abstraction extracted 
from natural floral rhythma and 
flickering light, is overly 
repetitive without any advantage 
of interesting ‘side trips."’ Par- 
touche's marriage of the 
archotectonic bar with the lyrieal, 
although not unique, establishes 
spacial relationships and con- 
tradictions; but their affect is 
diminished by the fact that the 
work 1168 horizontally on the floar 
inatead of hanging on the wall. 
Thia placement counterbalances 
important visual associations one 
assumes with vertical {mages, a 
neccasary foundation for reniity 
and plastic space. Also, because 
the Ποιὰ of sight fs limiled, it 
forces a glimpso; to perceive the 
decoration while leaving the pur- 
poseful abstract mural as a by- 
product.

The Haifa scene. 


ODED KOTLER, who heads the 
Haifa Municipal Theatre, has 
reason to be happy these days. 
The subscription campaign has 
just been concluded, and the 
results far exceed those of last 
year, let alone everyone's expec- 
tations. 12,600 Haifa citizens sign- 
ed up for 1976/6, an increase of 


2,200 over last year. And 12,500 aub- 


scriptions in a city of 240,000 Is 
probably a world record. It means 
that every 19th Halfaite, including 
children, the infirm and il- 
literates, has bought one. 

’ As readers of this column will 
know, the Halfa.Theatre has been 
a controversial institution since 
1971, when Oded Kotler was ap- 
pointed Artistic Director. The 
youthful Kotler instituted a po- 
licy which stresses original plays, 
mainly by young Isracli 
playwrights, plays dealing, 
directly or indirectly, with 
present-day Isracli reality. 
Among them have been plays 
which some citizens of Haifa 
found difficult to stomach. They 
were cruel in their handling of the 
war situation, they opened 
wounds, they proved painful 
spots, they used language unfit for 
squeamish cars. And, above all, 
most of the plays were not ''enter- 
taining," in the sense that they did 
not provide pleasant relief after a 
day's hard work at the port. 

The Haifa Municipal Theatre 
is, of course, sponsored by the cl- 
ty, but under its statute, the 
municipal council cannot control 
ita artistic policy, which fa the 
province of the Artistic Dircator 
they appoint. Still, thore have

been attempts to Influence that 
policy, especially by councillors of 
the Likud and National Religious 
Party — mostly the latter, who

raking reporter on ‘‘Ha'aretz’’). 


ON THE -MONE serious side, 
there has been opposition on the 
part of workers' committees 
which, Haifa being a Histadrut 
town par excellence, are substan- 
tial buyers of block subscriptions.

MUCH FUSS has heen made of 
the rabbinical authorities’ ‘‘black 
181" of persons ineligible to con- 
tract Halachic marriage. But 
there is a far longer list — com- 
prising in fact, more than half the 
population — of persona in 
another prohibited category. 
These are people who, regardless 
of whatever qualifications they 
may have, are barred in perpetui- 
ty from holding major offices in 
the State, such as President, 
Knesset Speaker ... and Chairman 
of the Jewish Agency executive. 
This Ust comprises all persons 
who are not in the Labour Party. 
They are beyond the pate.
